Mention  the  three  years  that  have 
elapsed  since  Hurricane  Katrina  wal¬ 
loped  the  Mississippi  Gulf  Coast  with 
her  massive  wind  and  waves,  and  most 
people  will  probably  express  wonder¬ 
ment  at  how  time  flies.  Most  people,  but 
not  Coast  residents  still  hurting  from  the 
massive  storm's  impact  on  their  lives. 

Although  thousands  of  Baptist  volun¬ 
teers  have  come  and  gone  from  the  Coast 
since  the  killer  storm  made  landfall  in 
late  August  2005,  many  more  people  and 
organizations  had  good  intentions  to 
come  and  help  but  for  one  reason  or 
another  simply  never  made  the  trip.

La.  law  panned 

BATON  ROUGE,  La.  (BP)  —  In  a  first  for  any  state,  Louisiana 
has  adopted  an  academic  freedom  law  giving  teachers  greater 
protection  and  freedom  in  teaching  he  strengths  and  weakness¬ 
es  of  Darwiniari  evolution,  something  supporters  of  academic 
freedom  in  science  call  a  significant  step  forward.  Gov.  Bobby 
Jindal,  a  Republican,  signed  me  Louisiana  Science  Education  Act 
after  it  unanimously  passed  the  state  Senate  36-0  and  was 
approved  by  the  House  by  a  vote  of  94-3.  The  law  allows  "open 
and  objective  discussion  of  scientific  theories  being  studied, 
including  but  not  limited  to,  evolution,  the  origins  of  life,  global 
warming  and  human  cloning."  Robert  Crowtner,  a  spokesman 
for  the  Seattle-based  Discovery  Institute,  cited  two  reasons  the 
law  is  needed.  Under  the  new  law,  teachers  still  are  required  to 
teach  according  to  state  and  local  science  standards,  but  now 
they  are  permitted  to  present  additional  scientific  evidence  relat¬ 
ing  to  topics  already  included  in  the  approved  curriculum. 
Supplemental  materials  cannot  promote  any  particular  religion, 
and  the  state  Board  of  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  will 
have  the  power  to  prohibit  materials  they  deem  inappropriate, 
according  to  the  law.  The  education  act  states  that  it  should 
"not  be  construed  to  promote  any  religious  doctrine,  promote 
discrimination  for  or  against  a  particular  set  of  religious 
beliefs,  or  promote  discrimination  for  or  against  religion  or 
nonreligion."  Jindal  attracted  criticism  from  some  scientists, 
editorial  writers,  and  even  his  college  genetics  professor.  The 
New  York  Times  called  the  education  bill  "Trojan  horse  legis¬ 
lation"  that  would  lead  to  teaching  biblical  creationism. 
Others,  such  as  the  Americans  United  for  Separation  of 
Church  and  State  and  the  American  Civil  Liberties  Union, 
have  threatened  litigation.  The  Times- Picayune  said.  John
